Yesterday the opinion of Mr. Justice 


Hurlan -OH the Supreme Court of the 
United Stains rendered ia the Illinois 
Midland railway foreclosure suite was 
filed at Springfield. The suits have been 
ponding upwards of eight yearn, and have 
been hotly contested iu many particulars. 
The oliginal suit was commenced by Mr. 
Robert Q Hervey for the appointment of 
a receiver for the railway. A receiver WHS 
appointed in that cause by Hon. O, L. 
Davin, judge at Champaign, on the llth 
day of September, 1875. The following 
October the Circuit Court of Edgar coun- 
ty confirmed the action of the judge in 
such appointment. Col George Cole was 
the first receiver. He resigned and was 
succeeded by Mr. B. J. EBBS on the 30th 
day of August, 1--70. Mr. Kees resigned 
and Mr. L Geuis was appointed his suc- 
cessor OQ the 10th day of December, 1878 
Soon after the appointment of the last 
receiver in the Ilervey suit the Union 
Trust company of New York, commenced 
suita to foreclose the deeds of trust givon 
by the threo railway Companies now unit- 
ed tbo in Illinois) Midland By. company. 
The purpose of those suits was to subject 
t!io property to sale in payment oE the 
bond* secured by tbe deeds of trust. 


During the management of the railway 


by tho several receivers a large debt was 
created. A largo part oC this debt ia evi- 
denced by receivers' certificates issued 
under orders of couit for various pur- 
poses, chiefly for the purchase of rolling 
stock and iron and tiea. 


In tho foreclosure suits referred to part 


of the bond-holders have contendbd that 
tho indebtedness of the receivers shall be 
paid out nt tho proceeds of a salo of the 
railway after the bonds shall have been 
Urst provided for. The holders of certfl- 
c<ites and of other evidences of receiver^' 
indebtedness insist that as their claims 
accrued while the property was being ad- 
ministered by the court such claims must 
bo first paid out of the proceeds of sale. 


As a result of such a contest between 


bondholders and creditors of the receivers, 
N. W. Branson was appointed by Judge 
Drummond to investigate and report the 
amount und character of the indebtedness 
which had accrued uuder tho management 
of the several Receivers. 


This task Mr. Branson commenced in 


June 1882, and on May 1883, filed his re- 
port giving his conclusions at great 
length, 


Iu the courae of thia investigation Mr, 


L. Genip, the late Receiver, was bitterly 
attacked by the contesting bond holders, 
through their counsel, and sweeping 
charges of fraud and evil practices made 
against him. His discharge was resisted. 


Mr. Branson's report exhibited the 


Receivers' indebtedness in full, stating 
the purposes for which it was created. 
He found that a portion of the Receivers' 
certificates issued to OoL Dole, flrst Re- 
ceiver, for rolling stock that had been at 
the time the property of the Paris & De- 
catur Railroad Company, should be can- 
celed. This amount was about $100,000. 
Mr. Branson held that alt the balance of 
Receiver's indebtedness was a charge 


Mr. J. M. C'okey represented the latter 


class of creditors. Crea & Ewing repre- 
sented the Messrs. Waring Brothers, of 
London, the holders of nearly all the re- 
ceivers' certificates and also represented 
Mr. Genis, the late receiver, throughout 
the contest. 


The entire indebtedness of the road is 


given at 81,3000,000. The sale will proba- 
bly be ordered to take place in August or 
September of the present year. 


Tee Carpenter Trial. 


Saturday last O. A. Carpenter was 


landed in the county jail at Petersburg, 
Sheriff Wendell, of Lincoln, took Car- 
penter from the Logan county jail to the 
train in a close carriage, The prisoner 
was without irons, and waa accompanied 
by the oflieer, Col, Lynch, and his wife 
and daughter who will remain with him 
during tho trial at Petersburg, which i? 
set for the ]0;t>. At Delavan the news of 
Carpenter's coming preceded the party, 
and a large number of people gathered at 
the depot to see the mail about whom BO 
much has been published. The Lincoln 
Journal says Attorney Forrest is ready 
for trial, and the defense is also represent- 
ed to be ready. The Deeatur witnesses 
will leave for Petersburg some time this 
week, na they will have to ba on hand 
early Monday morning.

Justice Harlan, in all respect^ approves 
end confirms the report of Mr. Branson, 
and holds that the Receivers' indebted- 
ness ia a flrst charge upon the property, 
and that Mr. Genis is entitled to on hon- 
orable discharge as Receiver of the Illi- 
nois Midland Railway. 


There are other matters covered by the 


opinion relating to the several issues of 
bonds, but as they are of no interest to 
our readers generally we do not need to 
refer to them.' 


We may add here that during the pro- 


gress ot the litigation some of the judg- 
ment creditors and others holding claims 
which had accrued against the several 
sectional companies before the property 
was placed in the hands of a receiver, 
were made parties defendant in the suits, 
and they argued that their debts should 
outrank the bonds and receivers' indebt- 
edness. They attacked the deeds of trust 
securing the bonds, nnd all orders for 
certificates. Mr. Justice Harlan, in his 
opinion, places these parties at the foot 
of the column. They will get nothing

elsewhere, custom or practice to the 
contrary, 
notwithstanding. 
The 


sooner this silver factor in our cur- 
rency problem shall be brought to a 
definite solution, the better for all 
concerned.—Chicago Journal,

nati, claim $2183.50, who will be repre- 
sented by Crea & Ewing and I. D. Walker; 
Minor, BeallA Haokett, of Boston, claim 
8190, represented by 0. 0. Clark, and 
Strauss, Moore <fe Beirs, of Rochester, N. 
Y., claim 81,677, represented by W. 0. 
Johns. If the motion is allowed, then the 
parties named will go before some cir- 
cuit judge in chambers, and attempt to 
have the executions quashed on the 
ground that the judgments were not 
written up at the time the executions 
were issued.

The following compilation of the 


bnisness of the Dead L etter office at 
Washington, is of public interest, to 
wit: 


"Four millions three hundred and 


seventy-nine thousand one hundred 
and seventy-eight letters 
strayed 


into the Dead Loiter office during 
last year; 2,340,357 of these were 
not called for at the post-offices 
to which they were sent; 78,865 were 
sent in from hotels because the de- 
parted guests had left no addresses 
for forwarding their mails; 175,718 
were insufficiently paid; 1,345 con- 
tained forbidden 
articles, 
lottery 


tickets and the like; 280,137 were 
erroneously or illegibly addressed; 
and 11,970 le.ters bore no address 
whatever. 


Of these letters 17,301 contained 


money amounting to 182,637.23, 18,- 
095 contained drafts, checks, money 
orders, etc., tn the amount of $1,381,- 
99-1.47; 00,187 letters contained pos 
tage stamps, and! 40,125 contained 
receipts, paid notes, and cancelled 
obligations of all kinds. 


The money thus collected at the 


Dead Letter office is turned into the 
Treasury. 


The goods aid merchandise from 


the packages are sold ut auction, and 
the (Jhristmus and fancy cards are 
clooe up in packages aud sent to the 
Children's Hospitah and Orphan 
Asylums.

planation is that the mines which 
really produce the most gold and 
silver are cot, as a rule, those whose 
owners haste to have stock listed for 
sale.

THE bill for the relief of Fitz John 


Porter will probably pass the Senate 
in about the same shape that it pass- 
ed the House; but it is by no means 
sure that the President will sign it, 
or that the Supreme Court would 
hold it to be valid if he did.

Good 
lawyers hold this to be an invasion 
of the constitutional right of the Ex- 
ecutive; and if the President should 
choose to return the bill with that 
objection, it would, of course, be fa- 
tal, as the necessary two-thirds vote 
to defeat a veto could not possibly 
be obtained.

and at last it was announced that 
the chain was mended. 


But the cautious captain did not 


daro to put the mended chain to a 
full test in the height of the storm— 
su he resolved to "lay to" till the 
storm lulled—and therefore, like the 
storm in Paul's time, "he let her 
drive," and not until 3 o'clock in 
the afternoon did the engines move. 
Then the captain steamed west for 
three hours, thinking it best to head 
the storm, and as he said "to take a 
good look at it" before he turned the 
ship eastward on her voyage. 


Many old experienced sailors said 


the whole affair was managed with 
great skill of seamanship, and all 
are loud in praisn of Captain Wat- 
kins. 


We, the passengers, had a hard 


time during these troubled hours 
owing to "the driving of the ship." 
The vessel rolled from side to side. 
Like a great hogshead the mighty 
waves would every few minutes strike 
her with the power of a giant not to 
be realized on land. 
Captain Wat- 


kins told ns that it was estimated 
that a great wave struck the rocks on 
the shore with a power equal to six 
thousand pounds to a square inch. 


The power not only made our 


great vessel, 500 feet long and o! 
6,000 tons burthen, tremble from 
stem to stern, but when it struck 
the hatches on deck it broke our 
doors in like egg shells, and three 
or four times it shipped hundreds of 
tons of water to our cabins, drench- 
ing out the poor passengers like 
rats. Two of our boats were swept 
away, one broke into a thousand 
pieces, and two others ruined. A 
lively time indeed, but in an hour 
we sailed into Queonstown with fair 
wind and bright sunshine.

Hickory Switches, 


saved from the Righteous Indignation of 


His Race by a Posse of White 


Men. 


SEXEOA, S. C., March 4.—News of a 


blood-curdling tragedy comes from Town- 
villc, a small hamlet ten miles from here, 
and a state ol excitement among the peo- 
ple which well nigh led to lynching. John 
Barnes, a large-framed colored man, was 
one of the most noted negroes of that 
section. 
Unlike most of his race, he is 


a man who has a sharp eye to business, 
and makes 
members of 
his 
family 


work more like slaves, "Dey made mo 
work," 
he 
would say, 
"when 
I 


•was a boy, and no hr/.y folks cau live 
about me." 
So grinding were his exac- 


tions and so terrible tho oaths that he 
would hurl upon those who chauced to 
be in his service, that he became the 
most hated man of his race in the vicin- 
ity. Some months ago his sister, Mrs. 
Craft, died, leaving an only son about 
seven years old to the care of her brother, 
begging him to fill tho place of a father to 
her child. Tho boy, notwithstanding his 
tender years, was ma.de to do t!l<; work, of 
a man in a cotton patch last Ueccmbef. 
He would not get to bed till ten at 
night, and had to be up by three in tho 
morning. AVhen he failed in this his 
inhuman uncle would tie him to a post, 
strip his back, and lay heavy welts upon 
his bare skin. These repeated casligu- 
tions and want of sustaining food broke 
the boy down completely. Last Thurs- 
day morning, when Barnes called the 
boy up, the 
little fellow pleaded his 


inability to rise, wheu Barnes grabbed 
him. roughly, saying: "You won't get 
up? 
We will see who is master here." 


Taking the 
child 
to a post Barnes 


stripped him naked, stood him against; 
it, tied a rope around his knees to the 
post, and then running 
it 
up 
he 


ruu 
one 
coil 
around 
his 
waist 


nnd 
the post, and at last he 
ran 


it around the boy's neck aud the post, 
h;u ing the lad's arms free, Thus he was 
pinioned 
(Irmly, so lie could hardly 


squirm under the repeated welts which 
were laid on him. 
Barnes used hickory 


«irilchi,s, cuttiiu; the skin at i'liuosl every 
blow. 
After he had laid on about twenty 


he fiercely demanded to know if the boy 
would act up early hereafter. 
The latter 


only drooped his head in exhaustion, 
which the ilend understood to be a nega- 
tive reply, whereupon he began laying on 
again, becoming perfectly furious in his 
frenzy, and it was only when a colored 
woman who stood by earnestly begging 
Barues to desist, rushed up and grasping 
the madman's arm, exclaimed: "John 
Barnes, you have killed jour sister's 
child," that the brute paused. 
Sure 


enough the boy's body was stiffening 
into the rigidity of death. When the 
alarm was given a most horriole sight 
met the gaxe of the people who came to 
tin; spot. There the body stood bound 
to the post by ropes, a perfect mass of 
blood and mangled llesh, the marks in- 
dicating at least one hundred and sixty 
clearly~dellned lashes. 
He was takeu 


down and as tenderly cared for as possi- 
ble, when word went forth, "Where is 
Barnes? Let's hang him up, lie deserves 
all the rope, shore 1" Wrought to mad- 
ness by the sight before them, negroes 
set out iu pursuit of Barnes, but could 
not find him. 
Threats of lynching were 


heard OB every side. 
Whites also joined 


iu the search, and fortunately for Barnes 
it was into their hands he fell, and by 
them he was taken to Andersou jail, 
where he now awaits the action of the 
courts.

We cannot help believing that had a 
special pilot been on duty no such disas- 
ter could have happened on such a night. 
The immediate and direct cause of this dis- 
aster WAS the neglect of the man or men to 
watch the (hip's course. Captain S. E. 
Wright was the only legal pilot on duty 
at the time of the disaster, and for two 
hours immediately preceding, aud for at 
least one hour before she struck was not 
at the point of duty of pilot attending to 
the actual duties and u master. For 
illegally delegating duties of pilotto those 
unauthorized, nnd lor inattention to his 
duties as pilot, his license as master and 
pilot is hereby revoked. 


Officers of tlie steamer who sighted the 


wreck and who did not go to it as they 
did not think for a moment of auy one 
being on or near the wreck are nst sub- 
ject to any penalty. 


Tho Dan-villo Eiot InvoBtijr3,titra. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 4.—When 


t,he Danville investigation was resumod 
this morning, Sir. Wiw: took exception 
to the official report as to his remarks in 
relating tho visits of colored members of 
the Legislature to his house, and claim- 
ed that the rcportdid him great injustice. 
Replying to Mr. Vance Wise said he 
always treated official calls, whether 
of white or colored members, without 
discrimination. 


J. .1. Vance, white. Deputy Collector 


of Internal Revenue, testified that white 
tncn declared in his presence two weeks 
before election that they intended carry- 
ing the election, and advised him to stay 
at home or there rvould be trouble. 
The 


mcu said they had stood Mahone and 
nigger rule long enough. 
The negroes 


were afraid to go to the polls on account 
of these threats. 


While testifying the witness leaned over, 
displaying the handle of a good sized 
revolver in his hip pocket. The Incident 
caused a smile. 


Charles Wood, colored, stated that on 


Sunday night preceding the election Lea 
met him and advised him to go home. 
Wituess replied that this was & free 
country; he had a right to do as'he pleas- 
ed. 
Lea said the Democrats were going 


to carry the election if they had to kill 
every damn nigger In the place. The wit- 
ness didn't vote in consequence of this 
and other threats, as he was afraid of be- 
ing murdered. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 4.—The re- 


marks to which Mr. Wise took exceptions 
in the official report of his testimony in 
the Danville investigations were: ."Tha 
fact that I agree with them politically 
don't mean I would invite them to my 
house.

HUNTING FOR DYNAMITERS. 


LONDON, March 4.—The excitement 


over the recent dynamite plots and the 
large rewards offered for the detection of 
the authors of the outrages have stimu- 
lated the police to renewed efforts for the 
capture of the perpetrators. It is learned 
this mowing that the detectives have in- 
formation to tlie effect that the Irish- 
Americans who arrived at Waterloo Sta- 
tion from Southampton,on February 12th, 
and in whose room at the Waverly Hotel 
Important clues were found, have es- 
caped to France, and are now In Paris. 
Several leading English detectives have 
gone there, and are said to be on the 
track of the alleged culprits. The ser- 
vices of a number of prominent French 
detectives have been secured to assist the 
English detectives, not only in searching 
for the five Irish-Americans mentioned in 
these dispatches yesterday, against whom 
strong circumstantial evidence has been 
obtained, but also In keeping a close 
watch on all Americans arriving at Bor- 
deaux, Havre and Brest. The authorities 
of Scotland Yard say that wlthlia the next 
twenty-four hours they expect to have 
two of the authors of the dynamite plots 
IB custody, and that they have evidence 
sufficient to secure their conviction.
